‘Chief Clerk B. F. Russell of the House 
has issued a statement, in which he says 
that he made a copy of the spurious bill 
‘for Representative Biékley of St. Louis 
Wednesday. I was called out of the office 
about the time I handed Bickley the bill.“ 
said Russell, and when I returned Mr. 
}Henwood, my assistant, said Mr. Bickiey 
had asked him to certify to the bill as 
copied; that it was not the printed bill, 
but was the one now in the jacket. He 
said he wanted it to decide a wager. 

“I declined to certify the bill, as I knew 
that some one outside the office must have 
known of the substitution, as no one in 
the office had any knowledge of the change 
until it was suggested by Mr. Bickley. I 
hold the receipt of the printer and of the 
committee chairman to whom the bill had 
been referred. 

When Mr. Russell was questioned by the 
Post-Dispatch - correspondent yesterday 
morning, he declared that the original bill 
was in his files, but he refused to permit 
an inspection of it. He insisted that every- 
thing was all right; that too much of a 
fuss had been made about the delay of 
breeders” law legislation, and subsequently, 
according to Mr. Godfrey, he desired to 
have the whole matter kept quict. He 
said nothing then of an investigation, and 
not until other members of the House were 
duced to interest themselves in the mat- 
ter did he take any action toward calling 
the attention of the members to the mat- 
tor.

The coroner’s inquest into the cause of

She was con- 
fined to her room for a few days, and then 
seemed to have recovered, but a few days 
later became ill again and died Feb. 21. 

The funeral was set for Feb. 22, but a 
doctor’s certificate that death was rtly 
the result of accident was not accepted at 
the mortuary office and a burial permit 
was refused until the coroner had acted.

From the New York World. 

The Department of Commerce and Labor 
has just published from the pen of Consul- 
General Mason an interesting study of tlie 
growth, under, improved rapid-transit, of 
Berlin. A census taken upon Dec, 1, 1904, 
and compared with the same date of 1900, 
shows a growth in the city in four years 
from 1,888,848 inhabitants to 1,996,708. 

This is a relatively small Increment, but 
the reason is the same as that which holds 
the lower wards of Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn to a stationary or déclining number, 
Berlin-proper is completely built up, but in 
its suburbs in four years 684,138 persons 
have grown to 886,377, three-fourths of 
whose workers go daily to the city—a 
growth which is comparable to that of 
Queens, Bronx and the outer wards of 
Brookiyn. For “Greater Berlin” the in- 
crease, therefore, is 321,069, or 12.4 per cent. 
As the pace tends to accelerate by com- 
pounding, the percentage of increase for 

the decade may reach 33 or even , and 
2 become by 1910 a metropolis of 8, 
400, 000 people. | .
